New Points in the oaae—The Gun 


Located—Important 


Witnesses. 


It is expected that Ed and Qrant Atte- 


berry will have their trial at Suelbyville 
at the April term ot oourt, for tbe mnrder 
of their father, David J. Atteberry, on 
Monday afternoon, (oar miles east of 
Hoaweqaa. The two sons ere in tbe 
Shelby county jail, and there they will 
stay until a jury hears the evidence and 
disposes of the case. It may be death 
'or them, or a life sentence in the peni- 
ientiary. The brothers admit that Qrant 
iad a gun, and that it ie at Grant's 
houses two milea sontb of the point 
whera Ih» murder was committed; but, 
n speaking of the gun, ths prisoners 
;ook occasion to remark that one load 
lad been fired out of it. That was done, 
bey said, before the old man was killed. 
Ed and Grant bad taken it down to try 
it, and in the yard one load was fired. 
George B. McClelland, who] beard the 
'atal shot 200 yards away, ran to the low 
place in the road as quickly as be conic1 
( 


out there was no one in eight—only the 
body of the old man lying in the road. 
J. M. Houeh and T. J. Hammil, J. H. 
Armstrong.W. P. Armstrong and .Beverly 
Armstrong were among ths first to reach 
tbe scene; Dr. \V, P. Buck, ot Moawe- 
qun, washed and examined the bend. 


eKna bad evidently been held within 


a foot or su of the head, us the skull wim 
cracked iintl broken into email pieces, 
only being held together by t,he skin. 
Dr. Buck found from » half to three- 
qtaarters of u load of bird shot in the 
brains. After the murdor, Beverly Arm- 
strong saw Grunt and Ed Atteberry pass- 
ing his house toward Ed'b home, where 
in a short time the two brothers were 
fonnd und notified of the fate of their 
father. No one appears to have seen 
the gun, it WBB doubtless first bidden in 
Grant's wagon, and that night taken to 
Grant's home and put in the usual place. 
The brothers had ample time to do tbat 
before the circumstances pointing to 
their guilt became known. All stories of 
the relations ot the old man toward his 
children are to the effect that quarrels 
were frequent and hot. Threats of a vio 
lent character had been uttered m the 
presence of the old man, because he was 
ibont to marry tbe Widow Denton;these 
threats were the common talk of the 
neighborhood, but there were few who 
imagined that tho BODS would deliber- 
ately plan to kill their father, who bad 
nearly reached the number of years 
dilated to man on earth. There are mut- 
terings to the effect that others must 
have known of the plan to kill the aged 
farmer, und possibly other arrests will 
follow before the case comes to trial. 
Possibly one of tho brothers, through 
fear of hanging or because of the lash- 
ings of his conscience, it he has one, will 
make a confession—in which case the 
facts will be laid bare.
